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FOREWORD. 

This  booklet  was  prepared  at  the  request  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Phar- 
maceutical Association. 

Its  purpose  is  to  place  in  the  hands  of  every 
druggist  in  North  Carolina  the  State  laws  relating 
to  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy  and  regulating  the 
sale  of  drugs,  medicines  and  poisons,  together 
with  those  provisions  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug 
laws  and  the  Prohibition  laws  in  which  druggists 
are  interested.  It  is  hoped  that  the  booklet  will  be 
helpful  and  it  is  urged  that  every  druggist  famil- 
iarize himself  with  the  laws  regulating  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession. 

In  preparing  this  work  the  aim  has  been  (1)  to 
state  concisely  the  substance  of  the  law,  striking 
out  unnecessary  verbiage  and  legal  phraseology 
wherever  possible ;  and  (2)  to  arrange  and  classify 
it  in  a  logical  and  attractive  manner,  so  as  to  en- 
able any  one  to  readily  find  the  particular  law  de- 
sired. 

At  the  end  of  each  section  in  the  booklet  cita- 
tion is  made  to  the  section  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina,  at  which  place  may 
be  found  the  full  text  of  the  statute.  A  number 
of  the  sections  were  amended  at  the  recent  session 
of  the  Legislature  and  where  any  change  whatever 
was  made  to  the  section  cited  it  is  designated  by 
the  further  citation,  P.  L.  1921. 

If  this  work  shall  in  any  way  prove  useful  to  the 
druggists  of  the  State,  the  effort  put  forth  in  its 
preparation  will  be  fully  rewarded.

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PART  I. 

PRACTICE  OF  PHARMACY 

SECTION  1.     NiOKTH  CAROLINA  PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  Association  is  a  duly  incorporated  body  empowered  to 
do  such  things  and  to  perform  such  acts  as  usually  appertain 
to  corporate  bodies  of  a  similar  nature.     C.  S.  6650. 

SECTION  2.     OBJECTS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

(1)  To  unite  the  pharmacists  and  druggists  of  the  State 
for  mutual  aid,  encouragement,  and  improvement. 

(2)  To  encourage  scientific  research  and  develop  pharma- 
ceutical talent. 

(3)  To  elevate  the  standard  of  professional  thought,   and 

(4)  Ultimately  to  restrict  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  prop- 
erly  qualified   druggists    ^.nd   pharmacists.     C.    S.    6651. 

SECTION  3.     BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 

(1)  Terms. — The  Board  of  Pharmacy  consists  of  five  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  governor  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

(2)  How  Ejlected. — The  Association  selects  one  of  its  mem- 
bers annually  and  the  governor  must  appoint  their  selection  to 
the  Board. 

(3)  Vacancies. — In  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  Board  elects  a 
pharmacist,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Association  and  who  must 
be  commissioned  by  the  governor  to  fill  the  remainder  of  the 
term.  Within  ten  days  after  being  notified  of  his  appointment, 
an  appointee  should  qualify  before  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides. 

(4)  Quorum. — A  majority  of  the  Board  constitutes  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business.     C.  S.  6652,  6654. 

SECTION  4.     ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS  OF  BOARD. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  consist  of  a  president  and  a  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  elected  by  the  Board  from  its  own  members, 
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who  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  have 
qualified.     C.  S.  6653. 

SECTION  5.     SECRETARY  MUST  GIVE  BOND. 

The  secretary  and  treasurer  is  required  to  give  a  bond,  in  such 
sum  as  is  prescribed  by  the  Board,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties.     C.  S.  6653. 

SECTION  6.     POWERS  OF  BOARD. 

(1)  The  Board  shall  have  a  common  seal. 

(2)  It  shall  possess  the  power  and  authority  to  define  and 
designate  non-poisonous  domestic  remedies. 

(3)  It  may  adopt  necessary  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  of  its  proceedings  and  for  the  discharge  of 
its  duties. 

(4)  It  may  employ  an  attorney  to  assist  in  or  conduct  prose- 
cutions for  violations  of  the  pharmacy  law,  and  for  any  other 
purposes  it  deems  necessary.     C.  S.  6654;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  7.  DUTIES  OF  BOARD. 

(1)  Records. — The  Board  must  keep  a  record  of  all  its 
proceedings  and  a  register  of  all  persons  to  whom  licenses,  per- 
mits, and  renewals  have  been  issued.  The  book  and  register, 
when  properly  certified,  shall  be  taken  and  accepted  as  compe- 
tent evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  the  State. 

(2)  Reports. — The  Board  is  also  required  to  make  annually 
to  the  governor  and  to  the  Association  written  reports  of  its 
proceedings,  receipts,  and  disbursements,  and  of  all  persons  li- 
censed to  practice  as  pharmacists  or  assistant  pharmacists  in  this 
State. 

(3)  Annual  Meetings. — The  Board  must  hold  annual 
meetings  for  the  purpose  of  examining  candidates  and  for  the 
discharge  of  such  other  business  as  may  legally  come  before  it. 
Additional  meetings*  may  be  held  if  necessary. 

(4)  Enforce  Law. — The  Board  is  charged  with  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  pharmacy  law. 
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(5)  Fix  Standards. — The  Board  must  from  time  to  time 
fix  and  publish  standards  and  limits  of  variability  permissable 
in  drugs.     C.  S.  6654,  6653,  66S3,  4764;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  S.  SECRETARY  TO  INVESTIGATE  AND 
PROSECUTE. 

Upon  information  that  any  provision  of  the  pharmacy  law 
is  being  violated,  the  secretary  of  the  Board  must  investigate 
promptly,  and  upon  finding  probable  cause  must  file  complaint 
and  prosecute  the  offender.     C.  S.  6656. 

SECTION  9.     COMPENSATION  OF  SECRETARY  AND 
BOARD. 

The  secretary  receives  a  salary  fixed  by  the  Board  and  his 
necessary  expenses  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his 
official  duties.  Other  members  of  the  Board  receive  $10.00  for 
each  day  actually  employed  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties  and  their  necessary  expenses  while  so  engaged.  C.  S. 
6655;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  10.     SOURCE  OF  REYENUE. 

Revenue  comes  from  the  fees  received,  out  of  which  must  be 
paid  all  compensation  and  disbursements  for  expenses.  C.  S. 
6655;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  11.     FEES  COLLECTIBLE  BY  THE  BOARD. 

(1)  For  examining  an  applicant  for  license  as  pharmacist 
or  assistant  pharmacist,  $10.00. 

(2)  For  renewing  license  as  pharmacist  or  assistant  phar- 
macist, $5.00. 

(3)  For  issuing  permit  to  physician  to  conduct  drug  store 
in  village  of  not  more  than  500  inhabitants,  $10.00. 

(4)  For  renewing  permit,  $5.00. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  before  the  applicant  may  be  admitted 
to  examination  or  before  his  name  is  placed  upon  the  register 
of  pharmacists,  or  before  any  license  or  permit  or  renewal  may 
be  issued  by  the  Board.     C.  S.  6657;  P.  L.  1921. 
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SECTION    12.    APPLICATION   AND    EXAMINATION 

FOR  LICENSE. 

(1)  Application. — Every  person  who  desires  to  become  li- 
censed as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist  shall  file  with 
the  secretary  of  the  Board  an  application  (furnished  by  the 
Board),  duly  verified  under  oath,  setting  forth: 

(a)  The  name  and  age  of  the  applicant. 

(b)  The  place  or  places  at  Avhich  and  the  time  he  has  spent 
in  the  study  of  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy. 

(c)  His  experience  in  the  compounding  of  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions obtained  under  the  direction  of  a  legally  licensed 
pharmacist. 

(2)  Examixatiox. — -The  applicant  shall  then  appear  at  a 
time  and  place  designated  by  the  Board  and  submit  to  an  exam- 
ination as  to  his  qualifications.     C.  S.  6658;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  13.     PREREQUISITES  FOR  PHARMACIST. 

In  order  to  become  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  an  applicant 
must 

(1)  Be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

(2)  Have  had  four  years'  experience  under  the  instruction 
of  a  licensed  pharmacist. 

(3)  Be  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  school  or.  college  of  phar- 
macy (Effective  January  1,  1922.) 

(1)     Pass  a  satisfactory  examination. 

The  actual  time  of  attendance  at  a  reputable  school  or  col- 
lege of  pharmacy,  not  to  exceed  two  years,  may  be  deducted 
from  the  time  of  experience  required.     C.  S.  665.8;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION    11.       PREREQUISITES    EOR    ASSISTANT 
PHARMACIST. 

In  order  to  be  licensed  as  an  assistant  pharmacist  the  ap- 
plicant must 

(1)  Be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age. 

(2)  Have  had  a   sufficient  preliminary  general  education, 
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(3)  Have  had  as  much  as  two  years'  experience  under  the 
instruction  of  a  licensed  pharmacist, 

(4)  Pass  a  satisfactory  examination. 

As  much  as  one  year's  attendance  at  a  reputable  school  or 
college  of  pharmacy  may  be  deducted  from  the  time  'of  ex- 
perience required.  (Effective  January  1,  1922).  C.  S.  6658 ; 
P.  L.  1921. 

SECTIOX  15.     vVHEX  LICEXSE   ISSUED. 

When  an  applicant  has  complied  with  all  the  requirements, 
his  name  will  be  placed  upon  the  register  and  there  will  be 
issued  to  him  a  license  to  practice  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant 
pharmacist,  as  the  case  may  be,  up  to  the  first  day  of  the  fol- 
lowing January.     C.  S.  6659;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTIOX  16.     WHEX  BOARD  MAY  RECIPROCATE. 

The  Board  may  issue  a  license  without  examination  to  per- 
sons who  have  been  licensed  as  pharmacists  by  other  state 
boards  of  pharmacy  under  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  The  applicant  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as 
are  required  of  licentiates  of  this  State. 

(2)  He   must   have   been   licensed   by   examination. 

(3)  The  standard  of  competence  required  must  not  be  lower 
than  that  required  by  this  State.     C.  S.  6660. 

SECTIOX  17.     CAUSES  EOK  REFUSAL. 

The  Board  may  refuse  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  guilty 
of  a  felony  or  gross  immorality,  or  to  one  who  is  addicted  to 
the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  or  narcotic  drugs  to  such  extent  as 
to  render  him  unfit  to  practice  his  profession.     C.  S.  6661. 

SECTIOX  IS.     CAUSES  FOR  REVOCATIOX. 

(1)  Those  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  as  causes  for 
refusal. 

(2)  Fraud  in  procuring  license  either  for  himself  or  an- 
other. 
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(3)  Failure  to  renew  license  within  sixty  days  after  its 
expiration.  (To  become  registered  again  the  same  fee  must 
be  paid  as  is  required  for  original  registration.) 

(4)  Intentional  adulteration  or  exposure  for  sale  of  adulter- 
ated drugs,  chemicals,  or  medical  preparations. 

(5)  Violation  of  any  law  relating  to  the  sale,  prescription, 
or  possession  of  narcotics. 

(6)  Any  wilful  failure  to  report  to  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  any  violations  of  the  law  pertaining  to  "certain  cures 
and  devises."     C.  S.  6661,  6662,  6665,  6683,  6685;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  19.     WHEN  BOARD  MAY  REINSTATE. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  revocation  or  re- 
fusal of  a  license,  permit,  or  renewal  the  Board  may  issue  a 
license,  permit,  or  renewal  to  any  person  who  furnishes  satis- 
factory proof  that  he  is  entitled  to  be  reinstated.  C.  S.  6662  ; 
P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  20.     RENEWAL  OF  LICENSE. 

Every  licensed  pharmacist  and  assistant  pharmacist  desiring 
to  continue  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  every  physi- 
cian holding  a  permit  to  sell  drugs  in  a  town  of  not  more  than 
500  inhabitants,  must  within  30  days  before  the  license  or  per- 
mit expires  file  an  application,  together  with  a  fee  of  $5.00, 
for  the  renewal  of  the  license  or  permit  with  the  secretary  of 
the  Board.  If  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  a  renewal,  the  Board 
will  issue  to  him  a  renewal  certificate.     C.  S.  6662;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION     21.       FAILURE     TO     RENEW     A     MISDE- 
MEANOR. 

Any  person  continuing  to  carry  on  the  business  for  which  a 
license  or  permit  was  granted  without  renewing  it  as  required 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $25.00.     C.  S.  6662;  P.  L.  1921. 
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SECTION  22.     EXPIRATION  OF  LICENSE. 

The  registration  of  every  license  and  permit  expires  on  the 
31st  day  of  December  following  the  granting  of  the  license  or 
permit.  All  licenses  and  permits  for  the  years  1921-1922  shall 
expire  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1922.  C.  S.  6662;  P.  L. 
1921. 

SECTION  23.     LICENSE  MUST  BE  DISPLAYED. 

All  licenses,  permits,  and  the  last  renewals  thereof  must  be 
conspicuously  displayed  in  the  place  of  business  of  the  person 
holding  such  license  or  permit. 

Any  violation  of  this  section  is  a  misdemeanor  and  is  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $25.00. 

Each  day  that  such  license,  permit,  or  renewal  is  not  so  ex- 
posed is  held  to  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offence.  C.  S. 
6663;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION    24.       FRAUDULENT    USE    OF    TITLE    OF 
PHARMACIST  PUNISHABLE. 

Any  person  not  legally  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant 
pharmacist  who  takes,  uses,  or  exhibits  the  title  of  pharmacist 
or  assistant  pharmacist  or  any  other  name,  title,  or  description 
of  like  import  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  subject  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more  than  $100.00.  C.  S.  6664; 
P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  25.     PURITY  OF  DRUGS  PROTECTED. 

(1)  Seller  Responsible. — Every  person  engaged  in  the 
sale  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  medicines  is  held  responsible  for 
the  quality  of  all  he  sells,  except  those  sold  in  the  original  pack- 
ages of  the  manufacturers  and  also  those  known  as  "patent  and 
proprietary  medicines." 

(2)  Adulteration  Misdemeanor. — Any  person  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  medicines  who  intentionally 
adulterates,  or  causes  to  be  adulterated,  or  exposes  for  sale 
(knowing  the  same  to  be  adulterated)  any  drugs,  chemicals,  or 
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medical  preparation  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  subject  to 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100.00.     C.  S.  6665 ;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  26.     PRESCRIPTIONS  PRESERVED. 

The  original  of  every  prescription  compounded  or  dispensed 
in  any  drug  store  or  pharmacy  must  be  preserved  for  a  period 
of  five  years.     C.  S.  6666. 

SECTION  27.     COPIES  FURNISHED. 

The  proprietor  or  manager  of  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy  is 
required  to  furnish  a  true  and  correct  copy  of  any  prescription 
upon  the  request  of  the  prescribing  physician  or  of  the  person 
for  whom  the  prescription  was  filled. 

The  file  of  original  prescriptions  must  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  authorized  officers  of  the 
law.     C.  S.  6666. 

SECTION  28.  SELLING  DEUGS  WITHOUT  LICENSE 
PROHIBITED;  DRUG  TRADE  REGULATED. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  licensed  as  a  pharma- 
cist or  assistant  pharmacist  to  conduct  or  manage  any  pharmacy, 
drug  or  chemical  store,  apothecary  shop,  or  other  place  of  busi- 
ness for  the  retailing,  compounding,  or  dispensing  of  any  drugs, 
chemicals,  or  poison,  or  for  the  compounding  of  physician's 
prescriptions,  or  to  keep  exposed  for  sale  at  retail  any  drugs, 
chemicals,  or  poison,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  for  any 
person  not  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  to  compound,  dispense  or 
sell  at  retail  any  drug,  chemical,  poison,  or  pharmaceutical 
preparation  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician  or  otherwise, 
or  to  compound  physician's  prescriptions  except  as  an  aid  to 
and  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  person  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist,  Provided,  that  during  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  licensed  pharmacist  in  charge  of  any 
pharmacy,  drug  or  chemical  store,  a  licensed  assistant  pharma- 
cist may  conduct  or  have  charge  of  said  store.

And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  manager  of  a 
pharmacy  or  drug  store  or  other  place  of  business  to  cause  or 
permit  any  other  than  a  person  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  or  as- 
sistant pharmacist  to  compound,  dispense  or  sell  at  retail  any 
drug,  medicine  or  poison,  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  im- 
mediate supervision  of  a  person  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  or 
assistant  pharmacist.     C.  S.  6667;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  29.     PHYSICIANS. 

Any  legally  licensed  practitioner  of  medicine  may  compound 
his  own  prescriptions.     C.  S.  6667;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTIOX  30.      WHOLESALE  DEALERS  IX  DRUGS. 

A  wholesale  dealer  in  drugs  must  be  a  licensed  pharmacist  or 
he  must  keep  one  in  his  employ.     C.  S.  6667  ;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTIOX  31.  SALES  OF  CERTAIN  MEDICINES  NOT 
CONFINED  TO  PHARMACISTS. 
Persons  other  than  pharmacists  may  sell  patent  and  pro- 
prietary preparations  containing  no  poisonous  ingredients,  non- 
poisonous  domestic  remedies,  and  poisonous  substances  which 
are  sold  exclusively  for  use  in  the  arts  or  for  use  as  insecticides 
when  sold  in  unbroken  packages  bearing  a  label  upon  which  are 
plainly  printed  the  name  of  the  contents,  the  word  "Poison/' 
the  vignette  of  the  skull  and  crossbones,  and  the  name  of  at 
least  two  readily  obtainable  antidotes.     C.  S.  6667 ;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTIOX  32.     PERMITS  TO  PHYSICIANS. 

In  any  village  of  not  more  than  500  inhabitants  the  Board 
may  grant  any  legally  registered  practicing  physician  a  permit 
to  conduct  a  drug  store.  The  permit  is  not  valid  in  any  other 
village  than  the  one  for  which  it  was  granted,  and  shall  cease 
and  terminate  when  the  population  of  the  village  becomes 
greater  than  500. 

After  due  investigation  the  Board  may  grant  permits  to  physi- 
cians in  towns  of  between  500  and  600  inhabitants.  C.  S.  6667  ; 
P.  L.  1921. 
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SECTION  33.  COMPOUNDING  PRESCRIPTIONS 
WITHOUT  LICENSE  PROHIBITED. 
Whoever,  not  being  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant 
pharmacist,  shall  compound,  dispense,  or  sell  at  retail  any  drug, 
medicine,  poison,  or  pharmaceutical  preparation  either  upon  a 
prescription  or  otherwise,  and  whoever,  being  the  owner  or 
manager  of  a  drug  store,  pharmacy  or  other  place  of  business, 
shall  cause  or  permit  any  one  not  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  or 
assistant  pharmacist  to  dispense,  sell  at  retail  or  compound  any 
drug  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more 
than  $100.00.     C.  S.  6668;  P.  L.  1921. 

SECTION  34.  CONDUCTING  PHARMACY  WITHOUT 
LICENSE  FORBIDDEN. 

Whoever,  nor  being  licensed  as  a  pharmacist,  shall  conduct 
or  manage  any  drug  store,  pharmacy,  or  other  place  of  business 
for  the  compounding,  dispensing,  or  sale  at  retail  of  any  drugs, 
medicines,  or  poisons,  or  for  the  compounding  of  physicians' 
prescriptions  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  less  than  $25.00 
nor  more  than  $100.00. 

Each  week  such  drug  store  or  pharmacy  or  other  place  of 
business  is  so  unlawfully  conducted  shall  be  held  to  constitute 
a  separate  and  distinct  offence.     C.  S.  6668. 

SECTION  35.  PENALTY  FOR  OBTAINING  LICENSE 
FRAUDULENTLY. 

Any  person  who  makes  any  fraudulent  or  false  representa- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  license  or  permit  or  re- 
newal thereof,  either  for  himself  or  another,  is  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more 
than  $100.00;  and  if  any  person  wilfully  makes  a  false  affidavit 
or  any  other  false  or  fraudulent  representation  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  license  or  permit,  or  renewal,  either  for  himself 
or  for  another,  he  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
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viction  shall  be  subject  to  like  punishment  as  is  now  prescribed 

for  the  crime  of  perjury.     C.  S.  6670. 

SECTION"  36.     EXEMPTION  FROM  JURY  SERVICE. 

All  licensed  pharmacists  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
their  profession  are  exempt  from  jury  duty  in  the  courts  of  this 
State.     C.  S.  2329.

DEALING  IN  SPECIFIC  DRUGS  REGULATED 

SECTION    37.      SALES    OF    POISONS    REGULATED; 
LABEL. 
No  person  may  sell  or  deliver  to  any  person  any  poison  in- 
cluded in  Schedules  A  and  B  without  first  ascertaining-  by  due 
inquiry : 

(1)  That  the  person  to  whom  delivery  is  made  is  aware  of 
the  poisonous  character  of  the  substance. 

(2)  That  it  is  desired  for  a  lawful  purpose. 

The  box,  bottle,  or  other  package  must  be  plainly  labeled  with 
the  name  of  the  substance,  the  word  "Poison,'"  and  the  name 
of  the  person  or  firm  dispensing  the  substance.     C.  S.  6671. 

SECTION  38.     REGISTER. 

Before  any  person  may  deliver  any  of  the  substances  included 
in  Schedule  B  he  must  record  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose: 

(1)  The  name  of  the  article. 

(2)  The  quantity  delivered. 

(3)  The  purpose  for  which  it  is  required  as  represented  by 
the  purchaser. 

(4)  The  date  of  delivery. 

(5)  The  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser. 

(6)  The  name  of  the  dispenser. 

This  book  must  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years  and  must 
be  open  at  all  times  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  law.  C.  S. 
6671. 

SECTION  39.     WHEN7  RECORD  UNNECESSARY. 

The  record  of  sale  and  delivery  of  poisons  of  Schedule  B  is 
not  required : 

(1)  When  such  articles  are  dispensed  upon  the  order  of 
persons  believed  by  the  dispenser  to  be  lawfully  authorized 
practitioners  of  medicine  or  dentistry. 
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(2)  Of  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  who  sell  the  poisons 
of  Schedule  B  at  wholesale.  But  the  box,  bottle,  or  other 
package  containing  such  substances,  when  sold  at  wholesale 
must  be  properly  labeled  with  the  name  of  the  substance,  the 
word  "Poison,"  and  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  or  whole- 
saler.    C.  S.  6671. 

SECTION    10.       WHEX    LABEL    AXD    EECOED    UN- 
NECESSARY. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  place  a  poison  label  upon,  or  to  record 
the  sale  and  delivery  of 

(1)  The  sulphide  of  antimony  or  the  dioxide  or  carbonate 
of  zinc  or  lead,  or  of  colors  ground  in  oil  and  intended  for  use 
as  paint,  or  Paris  green,  when  dispensed  in  the  original  package 
of  the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler. 

(2)  Calomel,  paregoric,  or  other  preparations  of  opium 
containing  less  than  two  grains  of  opium  to  the  fluid  ounce. 

(3)  Any  preparations  containing  any  substances  in  Sched- 
ules A  and  B  when  in  a  single  box,  bottle,  or  other  package,  or 
when  the  bulk  of  two  fluid  ounces  or  the  weight  of  two  avoidu- 
pois  ounces  does  not  contain  more  than  an  adult  medicinal  dose 
of  such  poisonous  substance.     C.  S.  6671. 

SECTIOX  11.  YIOLATIOX  OP  LAW  BEGULATIXG 
SALES  OF  POISOXS  A  1EISDEMEAXOB. 
Any  person  who  sells  or  delivers  any  poisonous  substances  in 
Schedules  A  and  B  without  labeling  the  same  and  recording 
their  delivery  as  required  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  is 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more  than  $100.00. 
C.  S.  6671. 

SECTIOX  12.     POISOX  SCHEDULES. 

(1)      Schedule  A. 

The  compounds  and  salts  of  arsenic,  antimony,  lead,  mer- 
cury, silver,  and  zinc.

SECTIOX  43.     SALES  OF  XARCOTICS  REGULATED. 

(1)  Dispensing  Without  License  Forbidden. — Xo  person, 
firm  or  corporation  may  sell,  furnish,  or  give  away  any  of  the 
narcotics  included  in  Schedules  C  and  D,  or  any  preparation 
of  the  same,  in  greater  quantities  than  are  prescribed  in  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  except  upon  the  original  written 
order  or  prescription  of  a  lawfully  licensed  practitioner  of  med- 
icine, dentist,  or  veterinarian,  which  prescription  shall  be  dated 
and  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed, 
or,  if  ordered  by  a  veterinarian,  must  state  the  kind  of  animal 
for  which  ordered,  and  must  be  signed  by  the  person  giving  the 
order  or  prescription. 

(2)  Amount  and  Form  in  Which  Dispensed  Limited. — 
In  no  case  may  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  fill  any  prescrip- 
tion or  order  for  narcotics  of  Schedules  C  and  D,  or  any  prep- 
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aration  of  the  same,  in  flakes  or  crystals,  but  only  in  a  solu- 
tion or  ointment,  which  shall  not  contain  over  four  per  cent 
of  any  such  substances ;  and  no  such  order  or  prescription  may 
be  for  a  greater  quantity  than  one  ounce  of  any  such  solution 
or  ointment  sold  and  dispensed  in  one  ounce  bottles. 

(3)  Prescriptions  Must  Be  Retained.. — -All  narcotic  pre- 
scriptions must  be  permanently  retained  on  file  by  the  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  dispensing  or  compounding  the  same.  The 
prescriptions  may  not  be  refilled  except  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  prescriber. 

(4)  Copy  or  Duplicate  May  Not  Be  Made. — ]STo  copy  or 
duplicate  may  be  made  or  delivered  to  any  person,  but  the 
original  must  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  pre- 
scriber and  to  properly  authorized  officers  of  the  law.  C.  S. 
6672. 

SECTION    44.     WHEN    PREVIOUS    SECTION    INAP- 
PLICABLE. 

The  provisions  of  Section  42  do  not  apply  to  sales : 

(1)  Of  preparations  containing  opium  or  its  derivatives 
and  recommended  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea,  cholera,  or  coughs, 
each  bottle  or  package  of  which  is  accompanied  by  specific  di- 
rections for  use  and  a  caution  against  habitual  use. 

(2)  Of  the  compound  of  ipecac  and  opium  commonly  known 
as  "Dover's  powders." 

(3)  At  wholesale  by  jobbers,  wholesalers,  and  manufac- 
turers to  retail  druggists  or  qualified  physicians,  or  to  each 
other. 

(4)  At  retail  by  retail  druggists  to  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine, dentists,  or  veterinarians. 

(5)  Made  to  manufacturers  of  proprietary  or  pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  such  prepara- 
tions. 

(6)  To  hospitals,  colleges,  or  scientific  institutions.  C.  S. 
6672. 
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SECTION  45.     NARCOTIC  SCHEDULES. 

(1)  Schedule  C. 
Cocaine. 

Alpha  or  beta  eueaine. 
Novocaine. 

Any  salt  or  compound  of  any  of  the  above,  or  their  salts 
or  compounds. 

(2)  Schedule  D. 
Opium. 
Morphine. 
Heroin. 
Codine. 

Any  salt  or  compound  of  any  of  the  above,  or  their  salts 
or  compounds.  C.   S.   6672. 

SECTION     46.       NARCOTIC     PRESCRIPTIONS     FOR 
HABITUAL  USERS  REGULATED. 

(1)  No  dentist  or  veterinarian  may  furnish  or  prescribe 
any  narcotic  of  Schedule  C  and  D  for  the  use  of  any  habitue. 

(2)  No  dentist  may  prescribe  any  narcotic  in  Schedules 
C  and  D  for  any  person  not  under  his  treatment  in  the  regular 
practice  of  his  profession. 

(3)  No  veterinarian  may  prescribe  any  narcotic  in  Sched- 
ules C  and  D  for  the  use  of  any  human  being. 

(4)  Any  lawfully  authorized  physician  may  furnish  or 
prescribe  in  good  faith  for  the  use  of  an  habitue,  who  is  under 
his  professional  care,  such  substances  in  Schedules  C  and  D 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  his  treament.  In  no  other  case 
may  he  furnish  or  dispense  narcotics  for  an  habitue.  C.  S. 
6677. 

SECTION   47.     SALES    OF   NARCOTICS    TO    PRACTI- 
TIONERS LIMITED. 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  may  sell,  furnish,  or  dispense 
to  any  practitioner  of  medicine,  dentist,  or  veterinarian  more 
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than  one  dram  of  any  of  the  articles  in  Schedule  C  at  one  time 
or  more  than  one-half  ounce  of  those  in  Schedule  D  at  one 
time.     C.  S.  6673. 

SECTION  48.    POSSESSION  OF  NARCOTICS  BY  PRAC- 
TITIONERS LIMITED. 

(1)  Amount. — No  practitioner  of  medicine,  dentist,  or  vet- 
erinarian may  have  or  keep  in  his  possession  at  any  time  more 
than  one  dram  of  any  of  the  articles  of  Schedule  C,  or  more 
than  one-half  ounce  of  those  of  Schedule  D. 

(2)  Must  Keep  Record. — Each  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentist,  and  veterinarian  must  k^ep  a  record  of  all  purchases, 
the  date  and  amount  of  each  purchase,  the  name  of  the  person 
or  party  from  whom  each  purchase  was  made,  and  a  complete 
record  of  any  disposition  of  said  drugs.  The  record  must  be 
open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  legally  authorized  offi- 
cers of  the  law.     C.  S.  6675. 

SECTION  49.  POSSESSION  OF  NARCOTICS  BY  RE- 
TAIL DRUGGISTS  LIMITED. 
No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  doing  a  retail  drug  business 
may  have  more  than  one  ounce  of  any  narcotic  in  Schedule  C 
nor  more  than  one  and  one-half  ounces  of  any  of  those  in  Sched- 
ule D  in  his  possession  at  any  one  time.     C.  S.  6674. 

SECTION    50.     SALES    OF   NARCOTICS    BY   WHOLE- 
SALERS LIMITED. 

(1)  To  Retail  Druggists. — No  jobber,  wholesaler,  or  man- 
ufacturer may  sell  or  furnish  to  any  retail  druggist  any  narcotic 
in  Schedule  C  in  greater  quantity  than  one  ounce  at  a  time, 
or  any  of  those  in  Schedule  D  in  greater  quantity  than  one  and 
one-half  ounces  at  one  time. 

(2)  To  Practitioners. — No  jobber,  wholesaler,  or  manu- 
facturer may  sell  or  furnish  to  any  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentist,  or  veterinarian  any  narcotic  in  Schedule  C  in  greater 
quantity  than  one  dram  at  one  time,  or  any  of  those  in  Schedule 
D  in  greater  quantities  than  one-half  ounce  at  one  time. 
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(3)  Serial  Number. — Every  package  sold  by  a  jobber, 
wholesaler,  or  manufacturer  must  bear  a  serial  number  upon 
the  outside  wrapper  or  cover. 

(4)  Must  Keep  Record. — All  jobbers,  wholesalers,  and 
manufacturers  must  keep  a  complete  record  of  every  sale  made 
by  them  showing: 

(a)  The  name  of  the  buyer. 

(b)  His  place  of  business. 

(c)  The  date  of  sale. 

(d)  The  kind  of  drug  sold. 

(e)  If  a  salt  or  compound,  the  percentage  of  any  such  sub- 
stance  contained   therein. 

(f)  The  amount  sold. 

(g)  The  serial  number  of  each  package. 

(h)     The  name  of  the  person  by  whom  each  order  is  filled. 
This  record  must  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of 
the  legally  authorized  officers  of  the  law.     C.  S.  6678. 

SECTION  51.     PRESUMPTIVE  EVIDENCE   OF  ILLE- 
GAL SALE. 

It  is  presumptive  evidence  of  illegal  sale  if  the  amount  on 
hand,  plus  the  amount  legally  dispensed,  does  not  tally  with  the 
amount  shown  to  have  been  purchased  by  the  retail  druggist, 
practitioner  of  medicine,  dentist,  or  veterinarian.     C.  S.  6676. 

SECTION    52.     POSSESSION    OF    NARCOTICS    FOR- 
BIDDEN 

Possession  of  any  narcotics  in  Schedules  A  and  B  by  any  per- 
son, firm,  or  corporation  other  than  those  before  enumerated, 
and  those  into  whose  possession  they  may  come  in  enforcing  the 
law  pertaining  to  narcotics,  is  forbidden.     C.  S.  6670. 

SECTION  53.     PROCESS  IN  SECURING  EVIDENCE. 

Upon  affidavit  being  made  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
the  law  relating  to  narcotics  is  being  violated  at  any  place,  or 
by  any  person,  those  officers  or  persons  authorized  to  issue  pro- 
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cess  are  authorized  to  issue  to  any  lawful  officer  of  the  city  or 
county  where  such  place  or  person  may  be,  a  summons  in  writ- 
ing, commanding  any  person  who  may  have  information  con- 
cerning such  violation  of  the  law  to  appear  and  give  evidence 
under  oath  concerning  the  same.     C.   S.   6680. 

SECTION  54.     TESTIMONY  ENFORCED. 

No  person  shall  be  excused  from  testifying  in  any  prosecu- 
tion for  a  violation  of  the  law  relating  to  narcotics,  or  from 
any  investigation  concerning  the  same. 

But  no  discovery  made  by  such  person  shall  be  used  against 
him  in  any  penal  or  criminal  prosecution,  and  he  shall  be  alto- 
gether pardoned  for  the  offence  done  or  participiated  in  by 
him.     C.  S.  66S1. 

SECTION  55.     SEARCH  WARRANTS,  SEIZURE,  AND 
RETENTION. 

If  any  credible  witness  shall  make  oath  before  any  person 
authorized  to  issue  process  that  there  is  reasonable  cause  to 
suspect  that  any  provision  of  the  law  relating  to  narcotics  is 
being  violated,  it  is  the  duty  of  such  officer  or  person  to  grant 
a  warrant,  to  be  executed  within  the  county  in  which  such  viola- 
tion is  alleged  to  have  occurred  or  is  occurring,  to  any  lawful 
officer,  authorizing  him  to  search  the  place  where,  or  the  person 
by  whom,  it  is  alleged  (in  such  affidavit)  this  law  has  been  or 
is  being  violated,  and  to  seize  and  preserve  any  evidence  of  the 
said  violation,  to  be  used  in  the  trial  of  any  person  arrested 
by  reason  of  the  examination,  search,  or  seizure. 

Any  and  all  narcotics  of  Schedules  A  and  B  seized  under  this 
provision  shall  be  held,  and  upon  acquittal  of  the  person  so 
charged  shall  be  returned  to  him,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
destroyed.     C.  S.  6682. 

SECTION   56.     VIOLATION   OF   LAW  RELATING   TO 
NARCOTICS  A  MISDEMEANOR. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  relating  to  the 
prescription,  sale,  or  possession  of  any  narcotic  of  Schedules 
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A  and  B  is  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  convic- 
tion shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
C.  S.  66S3. 

SECTION  57.  PROSECUTION  FOR  SALES  OF  PAT- 
ENT AND  PROPRIETARY  MEDICINES. 

No  prosecution  shall  be  brought  for  the  sale  of  any  patent 
or  proprietary  medicine  containing  narcotic  drugs  until  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  certify  that  such  medicine  contains 
any  of  the  said  drugs  in  excess  of  the  maximum  percentage  per- 
mitted.    C.  S.  6683. 

SECTION  58.     DUTY  OF  JUDGES. 

All  judges  of  the  superior  courts  in  this  State  should  charge 
all  regularly  impanelled  grand  juries  to  inquire  diligently  into 
and  investigate  all  violations  of  such  provisions  and  to  make  a 
presentment  of  all  persons  guilty  of  such  violations.     C.  S.  6683. 

SECTION  59.  SALE  AND  ADVERTISING  OF  CER- 
TAIN PATENT  CURES  AND  DEVICES  UNLAW- 
FUL. 

(1)  Sale  Prohibited. — No  person,  firm,  association,  or 
corporation  in  this  State  may  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  pro- 
prietary or  patent  medicine  or  remedy  purporting  to  cure  cancer, 
consumption,  diabetes,  paralysis,  or  Bright's  disease  or  any  other 
disease  for  which  no  cure  has  been  found,  or  any  mechanical 
device  whose  claims  for  the  cure  or  treatment  of  disease  are  false, 
or  fraudulent. 

(2)  Advertising  Prohibited — Nor  may  any  person,  firm, 
association,  or  corporation  advertise  in  any  manner  whatsoever 
any  of  the  medicines  above  mentioned  or  any  mechanical  device 
for  the  treatment  of  disease  when  the  State  Board  of  Health 
shall  declare  that  the  device  is  without  value  in  the  treatment 
of  disease. 

(3)  Penalty  for  Violation. — Any  person  violating  this 
section  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  $100.00  for  each  offence. 
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Each  sale,  offer  for  sale,  or  publication  of  any  advertisement 
for  the  sale  of  the  above  articles  constitutes  a  separate  offence. 

(4)  How  Enforced. — The  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  charged 
with  the  enforcement  of  this  section,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all 
registered  pharmacists  to  report  immediately  any  violations 
thereof. 

(5)  Department  of  Agriculture  to  Analyze. — Upon  the 
request  of  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  will  make  an  analytical  examination 
of  samples  of  such  articles  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  vioilation 
of  the  law.     C.  S.  6684,  6685,  6686. 

SECTIOX  60.  SALES  OF  MEDICIXES  USED  IX 
TBEATMEXT  OF  YEXEREAL  DISEASE  REGU- 
LATED. 

(1)  Treatmet  Except  by  Physician  Unlawful.- — Xo  per- 
son except  a  regularly  licensed  physician  may  prescribe  or  give 
away  any  medicine  for  the  treatment  of  any  person  afflicted 
with  venereal  disease. 

(2)  Druggists  Must  Report  Sales  of  Remedies. — Any 
druggist  or  other  person  who  sells  at  retail  any  patented,  pro- 
prietary, or  trade-mark  remedy  or  alleged  remedy  advertised  or 
recommended  or  sold  for  or  used  in  the  treatment  of  venereal 
diseases,  or  lost  manhood,  impotency,  or  sterility;  or  medicinal 
preparations  containing  the  oil  of  cubebs,  copaiba,  sandalwood, 
or  the  oils  themselves,  iodides  of  mercury,  or  preparations  com- 
pounded for  urethral  injections,  shall  report  weekly  on  forms 
and  in  accordance  with  instructions  supplied  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  the  sale  of  such  remedies  or  alleged  remedies  to  the 
bureau  of  venereal  diseases  of  the  said  Board. 

(3)  Druggists  Must  Keep  Record  of  Prescriptions. — Any 
and  all  prscriptions  for  venereal  diseases,  or  impotency,  steril- 
ity, or  lost  manhood,  or  prescriptions  containing  the  drugs,  rem- 
edies named  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  must  be  kept  by  a  drug- 
gist in  a  separate  file  and  shall  be  subject  at  any  reasonable 
hour  to  inspection  by  an  officer  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
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(4)  Violation  of  This  Section  a  Misdemeanor. — Any 
person  violating  any  provision  of  this  section  is  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $100.00.  C.  S.  7199,  7200,  7204, 
7206.

PART  III. 

SECTIONS  OF  PURE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 
ACT  RELATING  TO  DRUGS 

SECTION  61.     SALE  OR  POSSESSION  OF  ADULTER- 
ATED OR  MISBRANDED  ARTICLES  PROHIBITED. 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  manufacture,  sell,  ex- 
pose for  sale,  or  have  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell  any 
food,  drug,  confectionery,  or  liquor  which  is  adulterated  or  mis- 
branded  within  the  meaning  of  this  article.     C.   S.  4751. 

SECTION  62.     DRUG  AND  FOOD  DEFINED. 

(1)  Drug. — The  term  drug  as  here  used  includes  all  medi- 
cines and  preparations  recognized  in  the  U.  S.  P.  or  N.  F.  for 
internal  or  external  use,  and  substances  or  mixtures  of  sub- 
stances intended  to  be  used  for  the  cure,  mitigation,  or  preven- 
tion of  disease  of  either  man  or  other  animals. 

(2)  Food. — The  term  food  as  here  employed  includes  all 
articles  (whether  simple,  mixed,  or  compound)  used  for  food, 
drink,  confectionery,  or  condiment  by  man  or  other  animals. 
C.  S.  4758. 

SECTION  63.  ADULTERATED  DEFINED. 

An  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated : 

(1)     In  case  of  drugs: 

(a)  If  a  drug  sold  under  or  by  a  name  recognized  in  the 
U.  S.  P  or  N.  F.  differs  from  the  standard  of  strength,  quality, 
or  purity,  as  determined  by  the  test  laid  down  in  the  U.  S.  P. 
or  N.  F.  official  at  the  time  of  investigation.  But  no  drug  de- 
fined in  the  U.  S.  P.  or  N.  F.  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated 
under  this  provision  if  the  standard  of  strength,  quality,  or 
purity  be  plainly  stated  upon  the  bottle,  box,  or  other  container 
thereof,  although  the  standard  may  differ  from  that  determined 
by  the  test  laid  down  in  the  U.  S.  P.  or  N.  F. 
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(b)     If  its  strength  of  purity  fall  below  the  professed  stand- 
ard or  quality  under  which  it  is  sold. 

(2)     In  case  cf  confectionery: 

If  it   contains  terra   alba,  barytes,   talc,   chrome  yellow,   or 
other  mineral  substance  or  poisonous  color  or  flavor,  or  other 
ingredients  detrimental  to  health,  or  any  vinous,  malt,  or  spirit- 
ous  liquor  or  compound  or  narcotic  drug.     C.  S.  4759. 
SECTION  64.     MISBRANDED  DEFINED. 

The  term  misbranded  as  here  used  applies  to  all  drugs,  the 
package  or  label  of  which  bears  any  statement,  design,  or  device 
regarding  such  article,  or  the  ingredients  or  substances  contained 
therein,  which  is  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular ;  and  to 
any  drug  product  which  is  falsely  branded  as  to  the  state,  terri- 
tory, or  country  in  which  it  is  manufactured  or  produced. 

A  drug  shall  also  be  deemed  to  be  misbranded : 

(1)  If  it  be  an  imitation  of,  or  offered  for  sale  under  the 
name  of,  another  article. 

(2)  If  the  contents  of  the  package  as  originally  put  up  shall 
have  been  removed,  and  other  contents  shall  have  been  placed 
in  such  package;  or  if  the  package  fails  to  bear  a  statement  on 
the  label  of  the  quantity  or  proportion  of  any  alcohol,  morphine, 
opium,  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  chloroform,  can- 
nabis indica,  chloral  hydrate,  or  acetanilid,  or  any  other  deriva- 
tive or  preparation  of  any  such  substances  contained  therein. 
This  does  not  apply  to  prescriptions  of  regularly  licensed  physi- 
cians, dentists,  and  veterinary  surgeons,  IT.  S.  P.  and  N.  P. 
preparations. 

(3)  If  its   package  or  label  bears   or   contains   any   state- 
ment, design,  or  device  regarding  the  curative  or  therapeutic 
effect  of  such  article  or  any  of  the  ingredients  or  substances  con- 
tained therein  which  is  false  or  fraudulent.     C.  S.  4760. 
SECTION"   65.     DEALER  RELEASED   BY   GUARANTY 

OP  "WHOLESALER. 
No  dealer  will  be  prosecuted  under  these  provisions  if  he  can 
establish   a  guaranty  signed  by  the  party   residing  in   North 
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Carolina  from  whom  he  purchased  such  articles  to  the  effect 
that  the  same  are  not  adulterated  nor  misbranded  within  the 
meaning  of  this  article.  Such  guaranty,  to  afford  protection, 
must  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  making  the 
sale  of  such  articles  to  such  dealer,  and  in  such  cases  said  party 
shall  be  amenable  to  the  prosecutions,  fines  and  other  penalties 
which  would  attach,  in  due  course,  to  the  dealer. 

The  guaranty  shall  not  afford  protection  to  any  dealer  after 
the  first  offence  in  connection  with  a  product  from  a  particular 
party.     C.  S.  4763. 

SECTIOX  66.  COLLECTIOX  AND  ANALYSIS  OF 
SAMPLES. 
The  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  cause  to  be  procured  from 
time  to  time  samples  of  drugs,  etc.,  offered  for  sale  in  this  State, 
and  shall  have  the  same  analyzed  or  examined  microscopically 
or  otherwise  by  the  chemists  or  other  experts  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  The  Board  of  Agriculture  is  authorized 
to  make  such  publication  of  the  results  of  the  examination,  ana- 
lysis, etc.,  as  they  may  deem  proper.     C.  S.  4750. 

SECTIOX  67.     SELLER  TO  FURBISH  SAMPLES. 

Every  person  who  offers  for  sale  or  delivers  any  drugs,  etc., 
to  a  purchaser  is  required  to  furnish,  within  business  hours  and 
upon  tender  and  full  payment  of  the  selling  price,  a  sample 
of  such  article  to  any  person  duly  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  to  obtain  the  same.     C.  S.  4765. 

SECTIOX  68.     REFUSIXG  SAMPLE  OR  OBSTRUCTING 
ARTICLE  A  MISDEMEAXOR. 

Any  dealer  who  upon  demand  refuses  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  preceding  section,  or  any  dealer  or  person 
who  shall  obstruct  or  in  any  way  hinder  any  chemist,  inspector, 
or  other  person  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  in  this  connec- 
tion, shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $100.00  or  imprisonment,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court.     C.  S.  4766. 
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SECTION  69.     STANDARDS  AND  RULES  TO  ENFORCE 
ARTICLE. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall 
from  time  to  time  fix  and  publish  standards  and  limits  of  varia- 
bility permissible  in  drugs,  and  these  standards,  when  so  pub- 
lished, shall  be  the  standards  before  all  the  courts.  These  stand- 
ards, however,  do  not  apply  to  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  preparations. 
C.  S.  4764. 

SECTION  70.     DRUG  INSPECTOR. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  may  make  uniform  rules  and  regu- 
lations to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  article,  and  in  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  drug  inspector  under  this  article  they  must  con- 
fer with  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.     C.  S.  4764. 

SECTION  71.     VIOLATION  OF  THIS  ARTICLE  A  MIS- 
DEMEANOR. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  these  provisions  is  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  is  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $200.00  for 
the  first  offence,  and  for  each  subsequent  offence  not  exceeding 
$300.00,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court.     C.  S.  4752.

S  SECTION  OF  THE  PROHIBITION  LAW 
AFFECTING  DRUGGISTS 

SECTION  72.     MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE  OF  INTOX- 
ICATING LIQUOR  UNLAWFUL 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  to 
manufacture  or  in  any  manner  make,  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  for  gain  any  spiritous,  vinous,  fermented,  or  malt  liquors  or 
intoxicating  bitters  within  this  State.  (Provision  is  made  for 
the  makng  and  sale  of  homemade  wines  and  eiders  under  cer- 
tain conditions).     C.  S.  3367. 

SECTION  73.     INTOXICATING  LIQUOR  DEFINED. 

All  liquors  or  mixtures  thereof,  by  whatever  name  called,  that 
will  produce  intoxication  are  held  to  be  intoxicating  liquors. 

But  medicinal  preparations  manufactured  in  accordance  with 
formulas  prescribed  by  the  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.,  which  contain 
no  more  alcohol  than  is  necessary  to  hold  the  medicinal  agents 
in  solution  and  which  are  manufactured  and  sold  as  medicines 
and  not  as  beverages,  are  not  held  to  come  within  the  meaning 
of  the  above  provision.     C.  S.  3368. 

SECTION   74.     SALE   OF   NEAR   BEER   AND   OTHER 
SPECIFIED  DRINKS. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  to  sell  or 
dispose  of  for  gain  near  beer,  beerine,  or  other  spiritous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors,  or  mixtures  of  any  kind  and  under  whatsoever 
name  called,  containing  alcohol,  cocaine,  morphine,  or  other 
opium  derivative,  except  as  provided.     C.  S.  3373. 

SECTION  75.     CONSTRUCTION  OF  PRECEDING  SEC- 
TION. 

(1)     The  above  section  does  not  forbid  the  sales  of: 

(a)     Cocaine,  morphine,  or  other  opium  derivative  to  any 
registered  pharmacist. 
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(b)  Cocaine,  morphine,  or  other  opium  derivative  by  a  li- 
censed pharmacist  upon  the  written  prescription  of  a  regularly 
licensed  physician  or  surgeon. 

(2)     Xor  does  the  above  section  apply  to  the  sale  of: 
(a)     Flavoring  extracts  when  sold  as  such. 

(b)  II.  S.  P.  and  X.  P.  preparations,  which  contain  no  more 
alcohol  than  is  necessary  to  extract  the  medicinal  properties  of 
the  drug  contained  in  such  preparations  and  to  hold  the  medi- 
cinal agents  in  solution,  and  which  are  manufactured  and  sold 
as  medicines  and  not  as  beverages. 

(c)  Medical  preparations  which  are  sold  as  medicines  and 
not  as  beverages. 

(d)  Carbonated  drinks,  which  contain  no  more  than  one- 
tenth  of  one  per  cent  of  alcohol  and  in  which  is  used  a  flavoring 
agent  that  is  dissolved,  held  in  solution,  or  extracted  from  the 
crude  material  by  means  of  alcohol.     C.   S.   3375. 

SECTIOX  76.     UXLAWEUL  TO  MAKE  OP  SELL  MALT. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  any 
agent  thereof  to  manufacture  or  sell  malt,  such  as  is  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  spiritous  liquors,  within  this  State.     C.  S.  3376. 

SECTIOX  77.     DELIVERY  REGULATED. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  any 
agent  thereof  to  ship,  transport,  or  deliver  in  any  manner  or 
by  any  means  whatsoever,  for  hire  or  otherwise,  in  any  one 
package,  or  at  any  one  time  from  within  or  without  this  State, 
to  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  in  this  State  any  spiritous 
liquors  or  intoxicating  bitters  in  greater  quantity  than  one  quart, 
or  any  malt  liquors  in  greater  quantity  than  five  gallons. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  spiritous  or  vinous  liquors,  so  shipped 
or  transported  or  delivered  in  any  one  package  to  be  contained 
in  more  than  one  receptacle.     C.  S.  3384. 

SECTIOX  78.  RECEIVIXG  REGULATED. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  to  receive 
anywhere  within  this  State  any  spiritous  or  vinous  liquors  or 
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intoxicating  bitters  in  a  greater  quantity  than  one  quart,  or  any 
malt  liquors  in  a  greater  quantity  than  five  gallons.     C.  S.  3385. 

SECTION  79.     APPLICATION  OF  TWO  PRECEDING 
PROVISIONS. 

The  two  preceding  sections  do  not  apply  to  grain  alcohol  de- 
livered to  or  received  by  physicians,  druggists,  dentists,  college, 
university,  and  state  laboratories,  and  manufacturers  of  medi- 
cine, when  intended  to  be  used  in  compounding,  mixing,  or  pre- 
serving medicines  or  medicinal  preparations,  or  for  surgical  pur- 
poses. 

Nor  do  they  prohibit  the  importation  into  the  State  and  the 
delivery  and  possession  in  the  State  for  use  in  industry,  manu- 
factures, and  arts  of  any  denatured  alcohol  or  other  distilled 
spirits,  which  are  compounded  and  made  in  accordance  with  the 
formulas  prescribed  by  acts  of  Congress  and  regulations  made 
under  authority  thereof. 

Nor  do  they  apply  to  wines  and  liquors  required  and  used  by 
hospitals  or  sanitoria  bona  fide  established  and  maintained  for 
the  treatment  of  patients  addicted  to  the  use  of  liquor,  morphine, 
opium,  cocaine,  or  other  deleterious  drugs,  when  the  same  are 
administered  to  patients  actually  in  such  hospitals  or  sanitoria 
for  treatment,  and  when  the  same  are  administered  as  an  essen- 
tial part  of  the  particular  system  or  method  of  treatment  and 
exclusively  by  or  under  the  direction  of  a  duly  licensed  and 
registered  physician  of  good  moral  character  and  standing.  C. 
S.  3392. 

SECTION  SO.     SALE  BY  DRUGGISTS  PROHIBITED. 

All  laws  authorizing  or  allowing  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors  or  intoxicating  bitters  by  any  medical  depository, 
druggist,  or  pharmacist  are  hereby  repealed,  and  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  medical  depository,  druggist,  or  pharmacist  to 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  for  gain  any  spirituous,  vinous,  fer- 
mented or  malt  liquors  or  intoxicating  bitters.     C.  S.  3391. 
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SECTION  81.     NO  WITNESS  PRIVILEGED. 

No  person  is  excused  from  testifying  in  any  prosecution  fo 
violating  any  law  against  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  but  no  discovery  made  by  such  person  shall  be  held 
against  him  in  any  penal  or  criminal  prosecution,  and  he  sha 
be  pardoned  for  the  offence  done  or  participated  in  by  him.     ' 
S.  3304. 

SECTION  82.     VIOLATION  A  MISDEMEANOR. 

Eor  any  violation  of  these  provisions,    (other  than  for  the 
manufacturing  of  liquors,  which  is  a  felony),  the  party  so  viola 
ing  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fin 
or  imprisoned,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.     C. 
3409,  3410. 
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
